Plourde caught touchdown passes of 75, 70 and 11 yards to put the game 

His first major, a 75 yard toss from Colin Anderson, 
came early in the second quarter with McGill leading 3-1, and turned the 
game around for the Stingers. 


Fullback Mark Simpson scored the other Stinger majors on runs of 3 and 
10 yards. 


Joe Cerino chipped in with a 70 yard pass completion on an option play, 
and 4 converts. 


Once again the Stinger defense came up big holding McGill to 209 yards of 
total offense. The Stingers have now allowed just 45 points in the last 
five games.
